time.” 
Politics and foreign policy 
dominated the hour-long “Con­ 
versation with the President 
broadcast by the ABC, CBS and 
NBC radio and television net­ 
works.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Be­ 
cause of changes and delay in 
enacting the tax cut law, the 
taxes withheld from paychecks 
will fall about $800 
million 
short of meeting the actual 
1964 tax bills of Americans. 
Millions of taxpayers will get 
smaller refunds than usual a 
year from now, and a good 
many — especially in middle 
and upper income brackets — 
will owe Uncle Sam more mon­ 
ey. 
The Treasury 
and the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service are be­ 
ing bombarded with questions 
about why 
this 
“under-with­ 
holding” 
happened, 
what 
it 
means to individual taxpayers 
and the economy in general, 
and why steps were not taken 
to avoid the discrepancy. 
Here are some of the ques­ 
tions and the answers given by 
tax 
officials 
and other ex­ 
perts: 
Q: are all taxpayers being 
“under-withheld ’ ’ ? 
A: No, not nearly all. For the 
great majority of taxpayers, 
especially at lower-income lev­ 
els, the withholding will cover 
tax liability. More people will 
get refunds than will have to 
pay extra. 
Q: Which ones are likely to 
feel the pinch? 
A: In general, those with in 
comes upward of $9,000 to $10,- 
000 a year. The higher the sal­ 
ary, the less likely that with 
holding will be adequate. 
Q: How hard will it hit? 
A: At $15,000 income, a mar­ 
ried taxpayer with two chil­ 
dren and $2,500 of itemized de 
ductions was underwithheld $5 
for 1963. For 1964, even though 
his taxes are lower, he will be 
about $165 under-withheld. 
Q: Why does it happen? 
A: The withholding rate is 
now only 14 per cent. The ac­ 
tual tax rate is higher; and 
since it becomes progressively 
steeper at higher income lev­ 
els, the gap widens as income 
increases.

XENIA, Ohio (AP) — Lewis 
Gegner, a college town barber 
who has been arrested or in 
court 29 times since 1960 be­ 
cause he refuses to cut the hair 
of Negroes, says he is closing 
his shop indefinitely. 
Gegner’s decision was made 
on the eve of today’s prelimi­ 
nary hearing for the first of 
some 110 persons arrested dur­ 
ing a near-riot at his Yellow 
Springs shop Saturday. 
Those arrested—86 men, 21 
women and a few juveniles— 
were jailed under $500 bond. 
Most chose to remain in jail 
until 
today’s 
hearing 
before 
Common P l e a s Court Judge 
Herman Weber. 
Gegner’s most recent case, 
meanwhile, is before the Ohio 
Supreme Court. It concerns his 
appeal from an appellate court 
ruling which held his actions in 
violation of the state’s public 
accommodation law. 
Gegner, obviously shaken by 
Saturday’s demonstration, told 
The Associated Press the move 
does not mean he is giving up 
“but is being made for the 


safety of my wife and son and 
the dignity of the community.” 
Gegner said he would have 
closed his shop that morning 
had he known that a demon­ 
stration of such intensity was 
coming. Tear gas and fire hoses 
were used by police in an ef­ 
fort to disperse the demon­ 
strators, mostly students from 
Antioch C o l l e g e at Yellow 
Springs and Wilberforce Univer­ 
sity and Central State College, 
both at nearby Wilberforce. 
The huge demonstration was 
prompted by a court injunction 
approved last Friday limiting 
the number of pickets at the 
shop to three at a time and to 
an area five feet wide and 19 
feet long in front of the shop. 
Those arrested were charged 
with contempt of court for vio­ 
lating the injunction. 
Asked what he planned to do 
while the shop was closed, the 
barbering veteran of 38 years 
said: 
“I plan to find out what offi­ 
cials at Antioch, Central State 
and Wilberforce plan to do about 
their student! breaking the law. 


What this case boils down to 
is that these students are try­ 
ing to force me to do something 
I don’t approve of.” 
Gegner’s decision to close the 
shop came amidst charges and 
counter-charges of alleged po­ 
lice brutality in the arrests. 
Gegner disclosed his decision 
to Greene County Sheriff Rus­ 
sell Bradley after some 1,000 
students staged a silent protest 
march around the jail Sunday 
against the “brutality” and in 
sympathy with those In jail. 
Most of the marchers were 
from Wilberforce and Central 
State. About 40 Antioch students 
who took part acted as free 
agents without support of the 
college.

The Ohio River continued re­ 
turning to its banks today after 
the worst flood since 1945, leav­ 
ing a trail of debris and mud 
behind along both banks of the 
stream. 
People were returning to their 
homes in upriver towns, while 
residents in Kentucky, Indiana 
and Illinois waited for the river 
to crest. 
At Cincinnati, the river was 
expected to fall to 63 feet by 
7 a.m. and to continue receding 
Cincinnati’s flood stage is 52 
feet, but little damage occurs 
until the waters reach about 60 
feet 
Last week, they surged to 66.2 
feet—highest in two decades— 
and more than 100,000 people 
were driven from their homes. 
The Red Cross said more than 
20,000 homes in the valley were 
destroyed or damaged, and, al­ 
though no damage estimates are 
available, the flood probably 
cost more than $100 million. At 
least IO Ohioans perished be­ 
cause of the flood. 
Health 
authorities 
warned 
about possibly polluted water 
supplies. Roads were reported 
open in most river counties and 
schools p l a n n e d to resume 
classes. Authorities also warned 
about tanks of bottled gas that 
were ripped away in many 
places, especially along tribu­ 
tary streams. 
Thirty-five such tanks were 
found in one area of Falmouth, 
Ky. The tanks are dangerous 
because gas in them may ex­ 
plode. 
The Red Cross urged people 
who lost their belongings in the 
flood to apply to rehabilitation 
centers being set up along the 
valley. 
Meanwhile, some of the 12,000 
persons who slept in .shelters at 
the height of the flood remained 
as guests of the Red Cross. 
No refugees were reported to 
have returned to their homes in 
the Cincinnati area over the 
weekend, but the clean-up was 
starting in many places where 
the Ohio crested earlier. 


Job Corps Aimed 
At 16 to 21 Ages 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Presi­ 
dent Johnson gave Congress 
marching orders today for the 
war on poverty, concentrating 
his $962.5-miilion attack on help­ 
ing needy young Americans. 
The program to help young­ 
sters in the 16 to 21 age brack­ 
et centers on a job corps remi­ 
niscent of the Civilian Conser­ 
vation Corps of the 1930s. 
“The years of high school 
and college age are the most 
critical stage of a young per­ 
son’s life,” Johnson said, in a 
special message on poverty. 
“If they are not helped then, 
many will be condemned to a 
life of poverty which they, in 
turn, will pass on to their chil­ 
dren.” 
The job corps would enlist up 
to 100,000 young men, draft re­ 
jects and school dropouts, from 
“those 
w h o s e 
background, 
health and education 
makes 
them least fit for useful work.” 
These young men would be 
removed from their slum back­ 
grounds and placed in camps to 
work on conservation project* 
and in special job training cen­ 
ters for a blend of training, 
basic education and work ex­ 
perience. 
Other phases of the youth 
program are work-training and 
work-study 
projects, 
federal 
grants to provide full or part 
time jobs to help youngsters 
stay in high school, take voca­ 
tional training or work their 
way through college. 
Coordinating the war on pov­ 
erty will be a new executive 
agency, the Office of Economic 
Opportunities, 
which Johnson 
said would ba headed by Sar­ 
gent Shriver, “my 
personal 
chief of staff for the war 
against poverty.” 
In addition to the Job Corps, 
Shriver also will supervise cre­ 
ation of another new group, the 
Volunteers 
for 
America, 
a 
Peace Corps-styled body of 3,- 
000 to 5,000 volunteers who will 
work in various phases of the 
war on poverty.

Sketches of Senate Candidates

in 
northern Ohio. 
In one case, that of a Kent 
State branch in Stark County, 
the question is whether it should 
be a technical institute or a uni­ 
versity branch. The other in­ 
volves an Ohio State University 
branch in north central Ohio 
that could be located at Mans­ 
field, Bucyrus or some other 
place. 
Mansfield has been asking for 
the branch, but other cities also 
have put in their claims to be 
considered, Robert F. Doolit­ 
tle, chairman of the committee 
on branches, said his group 
was not recommending any ac­ 
tion on either branch now. 
The regents also called for re­ 
lease of planning funds for eight 
branch campuses and formally 
appointed Dr. John D. Millett, 
president of Miami, to be the 
board’s director-chancellor at a 
salary of $40,000 a year. 
No action was taken on the 
applications of Akron and To­ 
ledo to be considered as sites 
for a new medical school. Dr. 
Harold W. Oyster, board chair­ 
man, said he had been told by 
the state attorney general that 
only the General Assembly can 
designate school sites—the board 
can only recommend. 
The regents adopted a resolu­ 
tion commending the state uni­ 
versities for now operating 34 
branches with 16,700 students. 
They said planning funds should 
be released 
for 
Ohio 
State 
branch campuses at Dayton and 
Lima. (Miami and Ohio State 
operate the campus at Dayton 
jointly.) 
Oyster also said site planning 
funds should be made availa­ 
ble for Ohio University branch­ 
es in Belmont County and at 
Chillicothe, 
Portsmouth 
a n d 
Zanesville; Kent State’s branch 
at Ashtabula and the Miami Uni­ 
versity campus at Middletown. 
The board also approved a 
policy of standardizing buildings 
on the branch campuses.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
74-year-old senator—a highly un­ 
usual type—is in the bathroom 
adjoining his office, giving him­ 
self a close shave preparatory 
to having his picture taken. 
Suddenly, the bathroom emits 
a 
chuckle, 
and the 
senator 
sticks his head out. 
“Hey, I’ve got an idea,” he 
says. “I used to be known as 
Stephen M. Young Jr., but I 
dropped the junior years ago. 
Suppose I put it back on my 
name. We’ll clinch victory.” 
The point of the joke is that 
the senator faces ex-astronaut 
John H. Glenn Jr. in the May 
5 
Democratic 
senatorial pri­ 
mary in Ohio. If Young gets 
over that hurdle, he will face 
in the November election the 
winner of the Republican sena­ 
torial primary, U.S. Rep. Rob­ 
ert Taft Jr., or Ohio Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown. 
Talk about being behind the 
eight ball. Some people think 
Young is behind two—first the 
astronaut and then perhaps a 
Taft and this is not to say he 
would regard Brown lightly as 
an opponent. But is he scared? 
“I was the most frightened 
man on the Anzio beachhead in 
Italy in World War II,” he says. 
“But I’m not scared now.” 
Young, a peppy bantam phy­ 
sically, is unusual for several 
reasons, including: 
1. In a world where the cus­ 
tomer (or constituent) is al­ 
ways right, he stands for no 
abuse from letter-writers. He is 
apt to fire back notes terming 
his critics ignorant of the Con­ 
stitution and the American Way. 
2. When he was elected to the 
Senate in 1958, he spread on the 
record a list of his stockhold­ 
ings, $234,000 worth. 
3. If you call him a Horatio 
Alger type, he will deny it. His 
father, Stephen Sr., was a coun­ 
ty judge and pretty well off. 
Back 
home 
in 
Puckerbrush 
Township (now part of Norwalk, 
Ohio), the future senator never 
knew poverty, and he says that 
if he had had to work his way 
through college, he never would 
have made it. 
Young is proud of his record— 
New Dealer, Fair Dealer, Ken- 
nedyite, Johnsonian Democrat. 
Young stands 5 feet 8. By 
playing doubles tennis, he had 
his weight down to 154 last sum­ 
mer. But he is “a pushover for 
punkin pie” and so the weight 
has crept up to 158. 
However, he has been working 
out on a weight-lifting machine 
in the Senate gym in prepara­ 
tion for the Glenn bout, and he 
hopes to get down to 154 again. 
When he got out of Western 
Reserve University Law School 
in 1911, he planned to settle 
down in Norwalk to “enjoy 
peace and contentment.” But 
his bride, the former Ruby L. 
Dawley, was homesick for her 
home town, Cleveland. 
“So 
we 
compromised 
and 
moved to Cleveland,” Young 
says. 
There the young lawyer found 
himself with few acquaintances. 
He joined a church—he forgets 
now whether it was Methodist 
or Presbyterian — and taught 


Sunday School. 
He also joined the 22nd Ward 
Democratic Club, which met up­ 
stairs over Gottlieb Finkbeiner’s 
saloon. Young and colleagues 
rang doorbells. 
“Ringing doorbells was safer 
then,” he recalls. “Nowadays, 
if you do it the family may re­ 
sent being called away from the 
TV set.” 
The ward went Democratic by 
a 
thumping percentage, 
and 
Young was on his way up. 
The famed Newton D. Baker, 
then mayor of Cleveland, stood 
up in convention and nominated 
Young for the Ohio General As­ 
sembly. Young got elected. 
Young’s political career—in­ 
terrupted by Army service in 
two World Wars—includes four 
terms as congressman-at-large 
from Ohio. In 1958, he took on 
Sen. John W. Bricker (R), until 
then a fabulous vote-getter. Con­ 
trary to most everybody’s ex­ 
pectations, including Young’s, 
Bricker lost by 155,000. 
Soon Young’s reputation as a 
senatorial letter - writer grew. 
When certain American Legion- 
naries objected to his speaking 
before an organization they call­ 
ed a Communist front, Young 
said there was no evidence it 
was a front. He wrote to a 
Legionnaire: 
“So you self-appointed cen­ 
sors and self-proclaimed super- 
duper IOO per cent America 
Firsters censure me . . . I re­ 
pudiate your resolution, buster, 
and your pompous, self-right­ 
eous, holier-than-thou title of 
‘Americanism chairman.’ Why 
don’t you as 
‘A m e r i c a n ­ 
ism chairman’ read and try to 
understand the cornerstone of 
our liberties, the Constitution of 
the United States?” 
Young’s view is that no serv­ 
ant—domestic or public—should 
stand for abuse. 
Young has known tragedy. 
His first wife died of cancer in 
1952. Cancer also carried off his 
oldest son, Stephen. 
There are two other children 
by his first marriage, a son and 
daughter, and five grandchil 
dren. 
Five 
years after his first 
wife’s death, Young married 
Rachel Bell, an attractive bru­ 
nette from Mount Olive, N. C.

ing fine with the public. 
So there wouldn’t be much 
political sense in wasting shots 
on the small mob of would-be 
candidates now milling around 
He can go on the offensive next 
summer after the Republicans 
finally pick their candidate. 
But there is something else to 
be remembered in Johnson’s 
avoidance of direct personal as­ 
saults. This is exactly in the 
tradition of Presidents Kennedy 
and Eisenhower who found it a 
highly successful technique. 
As a result of questions asked

Most drugs hav e unique prop­ 
erties and v ary in their effects 
on the body. The property and 
effect of a drug may be altered 
when it is combined with oth 
ers. For this reason no more 
than one related drug should be 
taken at a time, except at the 
specific direction of a physician. 
He can determine that there 
will be no adv erse effects from 
any giv en combination. 
Barbiturates are

to 
interfere with the body’s ability 
to get rid of large quantities of 
alcohol. This interference often 
results in sev ere depression of 
some of the body functions. 
The all too urgent attem pt to 
find tranquility and relief from 
emotional stress by the unres­ 
tricted use of drugs is fraught 
with danger.

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After Henry Cabot Lodge’s 
stunning victory in New Hamp­ 
shire, it w o u l d be foolhardy 
to scoff at the pulling power of 
the Lodge name, at l e a s t in 
northern New England. Even 
so, it is difficult 
to 
imagine 
Henry C a b o t Lodge as being 
anything more than a Favorite 
Son candidate for the Repub­ 
lican Presidential nomination. 
What, precisely, has L o d g e 
got going for him as a result of 
the New Hampshire primary? 
His supporters, seeking the most 
t e l l i n g anaolgy, point to Ike 
Eisenhower’s big Granite State 
v i c t o r y over Bob Taft in 
1952, a victory which Lodge 
himself managed. But there is 
also the K e f a u v e r analogy. 
Where Eisenhower went on to 
sweep the nation, Estes Kefauv 
er couldn’t translate a N ew 
Hampshire primary success into 
acceptance by the Democratic 
Party for f i r s t place on i t s 
national ticket. 
Ike, who was, in a way, an 
American 
proconsul 
(NATO- 
style), came home from France 
to a c c e p t the sort of Triumph 
that the R o m a n s accorded 
their victorious proconsuls. But 
L o d g e , as our proconsul in 
South Vi e t n a rn, would f i n d 
it hard to cash in politically on 
the institution of the Triumph. 
One cannot doubt Lodge’s anti­ 
communist earnestness and in­ 
tegrity after his first - rate per­ 
formance as U. S. Ambassador 
to the UN, but in S o u t h Viet­ 
nam he has associated himself 
willingly 
with 
a 
Democratic 
policy that has yet to prove 
itself. If he were to return seek­ 
ing a Triumph, there would be 
s n i c k e r s , “Triumph 
f o r 
what?” He could not offer him­ 
self as part of a Roman success 
on the f r i n g e s of empire, for 
there has been no success. On 
the other hand, he is not in a po­ 
sition to criticize the Kennedy- 
Johnson record in South Viet­ 
nam, for he has been a bone- 
and-marrow contributor to it. 
The trouble with the L o d g e 
candidacy is that if it were to 
succeed, it would tend to rob 
the Republicans of their o n l y 
effective 1964 issue, which is the 
frustrating conduct of our for­ 
eign policy. 
The 
Republicans 
would make themselves ridicu­ 
lous if they were to march off 
behind Lyndon Johnson's Am­ 
bassador to S o u t h Vietnam 
shouting slogans about the loss 
of U. S. prestige abroad and our 
inability to handle the C o rn - 
munists effectively. 
To make himself really po­ 
tent as a Republican candidate, 
Lodge would have to disasso­ 
ciate himself in a rather specta­ 
cular way from the Democratic 
p o l i c y in Southeast As i a . 
But this he cannot do with a n y 
semblance of conviction as long 
as the Administration says it is 
w i l l i n g to push the w a r 
which Lodge also wants to push. 
If the Administration, s o m e 


the Ambassador’s brother, was 
once Governor of Connecticut, 
but the feuding that has beset 
C o n n e c t i c u t 
Republican­ 
ism dates batk to John Lodge’s 
time, which lessens the pulling 
power of the L o d g e name in 
southern New England. And in 
Maine, Senator Margaret Chase 
Smith 
remains 
the 
Favorite 
Daughter. 
All of this is not to deny the

s u c c e s s in New Hampshire. 
Both Goldwater and Rockefel­ 
ler have been badly hurt by it. 
Ironically, the 
Lodge victory 
would seem to set things up for 
Richard N i x o n .

Hampshire himself, considering 
the fact that he was supported 
by the feud-happy ex-Govemor 
Wesley Powell.

stances. A combination of al­ 
cohol, barbiturates and tran­ 
quilizers all circulating in the 
system at the same time, had 
severely upset the normal func­ 
tion of body tissues and pro­ 
duced cerebral edema (an ac­ 
cumulation of excess fluid 
the brain). 
Drugs command respect. All 
drugs have their purposes and 
their 
limitations. 
The 
health 
benefits to be 
derived 
from 
their proper use are number­ 
less and great. But their care­ 
less and unsupervised use can 
do irreparable damage. 
Only a physician, with his 
years of expert training and ex­ 
perience, is qualified to regulate 
the consumption of a drug. The 
dosage he prescribes must nev­ 
er be exceeded. 
Most drugs have unique prop­ 
erties and vary in their effects 
on the body. The property and 
effect of a drug may be altered 
when it is combined with oth­ 
ers. For this reason no more 
than one related drug should be 
taken at a time, except at the 
specific direction of a physician. 
He can determine that there 
will be no adverse effects from 
any given combination. 
Barbiturates are 
known 
to 
interfere with the body’s ability 
to get rid of large quantities of 
alcohol. This interference often 
results in severe depression of 
some of the body functions. 
The all too urgent attempt to 
find tranquility and relief from 
emotional stress by the unres­ 
tricted use of drugs is fraught 
with danger. Even drugs which 
are commonly considered as 
“safe” or “harmless” can be 
potentially dangerous when tak­ 
en with others or in excess of 
the prescribed dosage. 
Medical science is constantly 
making tremendous 
contribu­ 
tions to the health, comfort and 
safety of 
mankind. 
Do 
not 
transform these gifts into de­ 
structive forces. 
With drugs there is no safety 
in numbers.

Q: Wasn’t the gap foreseen? 
A: In the original tax cut 
plan it was not so large. That 
called for reducing the old 18 
per cent withholding rate to 15 
per cent in the first year and 14 
per cent in 1965. 
Q: Why was It changed to 14 
per cent from the start? 
A: Congress didn’t move fast 
enough to get the reduction 
started at new year’s. For two 
months of 1965 taxes were with­ 
held at the old rate, 18 per 
cent. President Johnson pro­ 
posed that the rate be dropped 
to 14 per cent for the last ten 
months of the year. 
Q: Why? 
A: So that taxpayers, over 
the full year, would get about 
the same tax cut as was or­ 
iginally planned for 1964; and 
the economy would get the 
same amount of stimulus in 
spite of the legislative delay. 
Congress readily agreed. 
Q: Couldn’t the rate have 
been set at 15 per cent, with re­ 
funds at the year-end to make 
up the difference? 
A: It could have. But then 
millions 
of 
taxpayers 
would 
have been over-withheld. They 
would not have received the 
full benefit of tax reduction un­ 
til a year from now. And the 
spur to business and employ­ 
ment would have been less­ 
ened. 
The wide discrepancy lasts 
only one year. In 1965 the sec­ 
ond stage of the tax cut takes 
effect, and the income tax rates 
will move down somewhat clos­ 
er to the withholding rate. 
Q: But the withholding re­ 
mains the same in 1965? 
A: 
That’s right. The em­ 
ploye’s take-home pay will stay 
just the same as now; the with­ 
holding will still be at 14 per 
cent. 
Q: Was there a political rea­ 
son to under^thhold in an 
election year, making the first- 
year tax cut look bigger than it 
is? 
A: Some Republicans have 
charged that Johnson wants to 
heat up the economy to insure 
re-election.

Penny Singleton Ends 
Old Feud with Union 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) — It all 
started because Penny Singleton 
wanted to drop in on a conven­ 
tion to meet some vaudevillians. 
Several years ago the famed 
Blondie of 44 movies and 12 
years of radio was asked to at­ 
tend the annual convention of 
the American Guild of Variety 
Artists at Disneyland. That is 
the union for variety, night-club, 
carnival, etc. performers, and 
Penny thought it would be fun 
to meet some of the troupers 
she had known as a child. 
“So I went,” she says, “and 
I had a great time seeing Smith 
and Dale and all the oldtimers.”
